Faubus Budget 


Asks More for 
Education 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An ex- 


ecutive budget — first in history 
—recommending a $10.5 million 
boost in stale aid to education is 
before the Arkansas Legislative 
Council. 


The Council, which received the 


budget from Gov. Orval E. Fau- 
bus Monday, will spend about six 
weeks conducting hearings before 
it makes its recommendations to 
the 1001 legislature. The Council 
accepted three agency budgets re- 
commended by Faubus and de- 
ferred action on a fourth Mon- 
day. 


The Council continued its hear- 


ings today. 


Faubus called for an increase 


from $44.5 million to $55 million 
for 
education 
aid 
in the next 


bicnnium, This would include aid 
to public schools and funds f o r 
teacher retirement and vocational 
rehabilitation. 


Faubus1 budget proposed a $14 


million increase in state spending; 
but anticipated a $17 million rise 
in general revenue, This would 
leave about $3 million for the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, the s t a t e 
colleges or other purposes, 
, In the past each agency has sub- 
mitted its oWn budget request to 
the Legislative Council and then 
worked to get it through the leg- 
islature.
